But some women añd many 
men still believe that it is neither 
necessary nor fair to carry sex 
equality to such extremes. They 
think, and your correspondent is 
inclined to agree with them, that 
it will be time enough to turn our 
women into soldiers when all fit 
men are under arms. 

This is and must remain a 
matter of opinion. Meanwhile, 
however, it is perfectly clear that 
no man of military age ought to 
be kept at office work unless he 
cannot be replaced by a woman 
or an older man, 

The Government realises this 
and the process of “ weeding out” 
goes on steadily in industry and 
in the Services. There has been 
some weeding, too, in official 
departments, but the number of 
officials tends always to increase 
and the bureaucrats multiply like 
rabbits. 

Hence, in large part, the strong 
opposition which is being shown, 
both in Parliament -and in the 
Press, to Mr. Dalton’s proposals 
for fuel rationing. 

The Government is not con- 
vinced that this scheme will lead 
to the appointment of another 
little army of clerks, inspectors 
and fillers-up of forms. 

Its critics, on the other hand; 
estimate that 50,000 of them will

cheerful if it has to go short of 
light and warmth in the coming 
winter.

Last month it 
was announced that “stand-by”

Nor can they 
leave their posts, even for a single 
night, without the Post Warden's 
permission.

is that these proved and 

loyal voluntary workers, 
who rarely live more than five 
minutes’ distance from their posts, 
used to stand-by at home on duty 
nights when there were no alerts. 
But they were always ready to 
turn out at a moment's notice, 
and did so all through the worst 
months of the London “ blitz.” 

The new Order forces them— 
and it must be remembered that 
they are doing full-time jobs in 
the daylight hours—to give up 
twelve-hours’ rest a week. Many 
posts have no sleeping or sanitary 
accommodation, though business 
houses are forced to provide both 
for the newly conscripted fire 
watchers. 

“Man o’ the People ” fails to see 
what can possibly be gained by 
disturbing an arrangement proved 
satisfactory under the searching 
test of enemy air attack. 

But it is easy to see how much 
can be lost. Men and women who 
have to give up a night’s sleep 
must find the next day’s work 
harder to do. And every former 
volunteer, who thought it shame 
to count his “duty hours” when 
London really needed him, is now 
likely in his justified resentment 
to limit them rigidly to the 48-hour 
maximum imposed under such 
conditions, 

Similar complaints of needless 
“whip-cracking ” reach me from 
many Home Guard readers who 
were keen as mustard before com- 
pulsion overtook them. When will 
the little tin gods learn that one 
cheerful worker is worth two who 
are needlessly badgered into anger 
and discontent?
